That done, restfy) sleep 
relieved her for a few hours from the 
ealization of her sufferings, her little ones 
aving before then gone to sleep, the 
bread their mother had purchased with 
blood had done its work. I, too, tried to 
sleep, but in vain, the pangs of hun- 
ger were too excrifciating. 

Blood For Bread. 

By that time we prisoners had realized 
that our keeper meant to exchange bread 
for blood only—no blood no bread. That 
kind of Russian official, shielded by au- 
tocratic rule, is not so rare that his idio- 
syncrasies need much explanation. Dur- 
ing the night there were loud cries for 
bread or rations {In money, and a hun- 
dred or more men and women were taken 
out and punished in the presence of the 
paymaster, who had stolen our money 
and was now bent upon drawing our life’s 
blood. In numerous instances, I under- 
stand, he applied the knout himself, tear- 
ing the flesh as a hound might lacerate 
human beings with his fangs.

It is common enough to hear some 
one described as having a face “like a 
monkey,” “a dog,” or ‘a bird,” and in 
cases Where this description is fairly ac- 
curate, the chief resemblance may géii- 
erally be traced to the expression of the 
eyes of the individual in question, says 
Pearson's Weekly. 

Some men possess “animal eyes” which 
defy disguise, and which are always lia- 
ble to prejudice théfr owner’s chances 
throughout life. That this, however, is 
by no meang invariably the case is evi- 
denced by a solicitor with a'nice practice 
in the nerth of England, who ascribes 
much of his prosperity to a look of pro-

In humbler spheres of life, too, it is by 
no means only the ladies who use their 
eyes to their own advantage.

The other men with peculiar eyes, who 
earn a living by sitting to animal paint- 
ers, are also expatriateqd Englishmen. The 
writer met both in Paris in the winter of 
1897. One of them had “dog eyes,’ 
while the other wore the expression of a 
cat. Both are well known to Bohemian 
dwellers in the Latin quarter.

Many of them have recent- 
ly reached these shores from Poland, 
whence they have fled to escape being 
conscripted into the Russian army for 
the war against Japan. Others hall from 
Barceloni, where things were made too 
not for them a year or two ago. Several 
of them have been conyrpelled to leave 
lialy for their country’s good. And Eng- 
land has its own share of these sworn 
fues of all forms of government, They 
are shadowed by the police and find no 
outlet for their pernicious activities here. 
Consequently they are anxious to get out 
of the country. 

A man named Canham, who piloted 
Emma Goldman through England when 
she was here on a lecturing tour some 
six years ago, has devised the clever 
scheme by which it ig proposed to trans- 
fer a goodly number of them to the land 
of liberty. He has charge of all the 
arrangements and under his guidance 
they have attended the various meetings 
of the Salvation Army congress here 
studying the peculiarities of manner, 
speech and dress of the American con- 
tingent that they may be better fitted to 
assume their disguise. Only those whose 
features woulda admit of their passing 
muster as Americans have been selected 
for the attempt and this, much to their 
sorrow and regret, has barred most of 
the Poles whose Hebraic extraction is 
plainly stamped on their features. Uni- 
forms have been provided for the suc- 
cessful candidates which are exact copies 
of those worn by American delegates. 

Many ‘of the genuine Salvationists, in- 
stead of returning in a body, will en- 
deaver to sve something of Europe before 
taking passage for home. For this rea- 
sun it is the intention of their anarchist 
understudies to sail for America from 
same continental port, laying their plans 
ge that they may arrive about the same 
time that the sight-seeing delegates re- 
turn, but they will take care not to travel 
on the same steamer with any of them, 
as that would lead to their exposure and 
repudiation long before they reached 
America.

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THE CAPITAL OF GEORGIA 


DITOR CONSTITUTION: In the 

answers to The Constitution's ‘Prize 

Symposium” questions, I note that 
for the capitals of Georgia the answer 
that is generally believed to be correct is 
given, viz: Savannah, Augusta, Louls- 
ville, Milledgeville and Atlanta. 

How many people are aware, or would 
believe, that Georgia had one other cap- 
ital, though but little more than a year, 
where “the executive council sat and 
during the darkest period of Georgia's 
history governed the almost deserted 
state?” 

Thovgh At is but little known, and I 
suppese will generally be discredited, 
Washington, Wilkes county, was the seat 
of the republican government from May, 
1780, until August, 178!. I had always 
been under the impression that Washing- 
ton was one of the capitals of Georgia, 
and I find in Stevens’ History of Georgia, 
‘volume 2, statemeuis vo that eMfect. 

The state of facts as shown in this vo- 
ume are these: When Savannah was cap- 
tured in December, 1778, the executive 
council removed the seat of government 
to Augusta, As no governor had been 
elected by the assembly, “the conven- 
‘tion of the representatives of the state 
loft Georgia, in assembly met,” empowered 
the “members chosen for a council, or 
the majority thereof, to act as a com- 
mittee to recommend everything that they 
thought was expedient, in the place of 
the council for this state, until the con- 
vention met again, to clothe them with 
power to act as an executive council.”’ 

When, however, the time for the con- 
vening of the assembly arrived, a quorum 
of the members was not present, owing to 
the disturbed condition of the province, 
and the occupancy of the lower counties 
by the British troops and government. 
The twenty-five which did meet, however 
were so impressed with that idea of un- 
certainty and instability which resulted 
from the absence of an executive head 
and legislative direction, that they drew 
‘up a paper in which were Set forth the 
facts that whereas, by reason of the dis- 
turbed condition of the state from the in- 
'vasion of the British, the constitution 
/has been preevnted from being so carried 
‘Into effect as to answer the purpose of 
‘the government -nerein pointed out; and, 
whereas, Is became necessary to adopt 
‘guch temporary modes as would be more 
‘conducive to the welfare, happiness and 
‘security of the rights and privileges of 
/the good people of the state, the peo- 
| ple were asked to uphold a council of 
‘mine in the exercise of the powers of 
government. This, it appears, was done. 
‘Thus clothed with plenary powers, the 
‘council took the oath prescribed by the 
instrument which created them the su- 
preme power in Georgia. 


Action Not Legal. 
While thé whole transaction was ille- 
gal, and the appointing and appointed 
‘bodies were aware of it, they felt that 
‘lt was incumbent upon them or someone 
‘to act.

Georgia’s Darkest Days. 

Driven from Savannah ang the sea- 
board; compelled to evacuate Augusta; 
hemmed in by hostile Indians on the 
frontier; confined to a few settlements in 
and around Wilkes county; living in daily 
peril; having almost daily skirmishes 
with regulars, tories or Indians; harass- 
ed with alarms; surprised by ambus- 
cades;; pinched with want; ang having 
One long, bitter struggle for single exist- 
ence, with scarcely a ray of hope to light 
up the future; thus did these patriots 
live, and rule the afairs of the state dur- 
ing ‘“‘the darkest days of Georgia’s his- 
tory.” In August, 1781, when the policy 
of the British conqueror of Carolina, in 
compelling men to take up aris agains 
their country, and visiting upon the help- 
less victims, which war threw into his 
hands, an almost unparalleled barbarity 
of punishment, the people once more ral- 
lied to the cause of liberty. Augusta 
Was retaken, and on the ({6th of that 
month the assembly there convened and 
elected Dr. Nathan Brownson governor. 

Why, Washington, in the light of these 
facts, has never been looked upon as a 
capital of the state, unless historians felt 
that they Had so little to draw from.

The financial statement of the Atlanta 
postoffice for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1904, many respects a very 
jmportant array of figures to those who 
are interested in the city’s growth and 
commercial prosperity.

During Mie year 1903, ending June 30, 
the total receipts were $2,127,084.42. This 
shows an increase during the year 1904 
of $459,985.54. or 2! per cent.

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903, 
the total amount paid out for domestic 
money orders was $1,506,133.36. For the 
year ending June 30, 1904, the amount 
Was $1,73!,734.30. ‘the increase Was 
$225,600.94, or nearly a quarter of a mil- 
lion doliars. 

Some interesting data is furnished in 
the report of expenditures as to the Ssal- 
aries of some of the postoffice officials.

The Home for Incurables was built 
by the efforts of a band of sympathetic, 
devoted women, members of the Atlanta 
Circle of King's Daughters. The insti- 
tution is not yet four years old, but it 
has already done a great work for the 
large class of incurable sufferers among 
the city’s poor. 

The Home for Incurables was started 
in a small and rather delapidated frame 
structure at 46 Church street in Jan- 
uary, 901, in which quarters it re- 
mained until the beautiful new building 
was recently completed and the patients 
moved into their new home. 

During the time the Home fer Incura- 
bles has been in operation more than 
100 patients have been cared for. Many 
of these were in the last stages of some 
incurable disease, but up to date only 
thirty deaths have taken place in the 
home. The new building has space 
enough for the comfortable agcommoda- 
tion of as many as fifty patients, but at 
present there are only eleven inmates. 

The new building was erected in spite 
of many obstacles as the women who 
had the movement in hand were insptred 
by an interest in and sympathy with 
poverty and suffering that no difficulty 
could discourage. The programme joday 
will be made up mostly of .felicitations 
upon the successful termination of the 
task.

Fourteenth Amendment. 


“It is found in that salutary clause of 
the fourteenth amendment which de- 
clares that no state shall deprive any 
citizen of the United States of life, liberty 
or property without due process of law. 
This is effective to protect the rights of 
citizens of Georgia who are also citizens 
of the United States, who complain to 
ithe courts, and as well the citizens of 
New York who has joined in their com- 
plaint. It is at this precise point that 
the courts of the United States in the 
exercise of the jurisdiction depending 
upon that clause of the constitution are 
obliged to intervene in the proper cases, 


‘and they are not to be wholly con- | 


‘trolled by the interpretation which state 
‘courts have placed upon the ordinances 
of municipal corporations which have the 
effect to take or to destroy the property 
rights of the citizen. 

‘In view of these considerations, after 
careful deliberation, we have reached the 
conclusion that the resolution of the 
mayor and council of the city of Savan- 
nah was passed in grave if not flagrant 
disregard of the just rights of the citi- 
zens and property holders who are com- 
plainants; that the latter in a manner 
violative of the usages if not the princi- 
ples of, popular government have been 
denied a hearing in a matter yitaj to 
their interests, by the government of 
their city, when that hearing had been 
expressly promised them; but that the 
resolution passed in disregard to their 
rights is happily in the interest of jus- 
tice. null and yoid, is not authorized by 
the charter of the city, or conformable 
to the express methods of legislation 
therein enacted with relation to the 
topics involved; that the resolution is 
unnecessary for the benefit of the elec- 
tric company. unreasonable and wholly 
unnecessary for the public convenience.

Other Matters in the House. 

Following the final disposition of the 
general tax act several] departmental bills 
will have to be acted on. These have 
been set for special orders immediately 
following the tax act. They are such 
matters as the resolution permitting the 
governor to borrow to the extent of 
$200,000 to supply casual deficiencies, in 
ease the necessity arises, the sinking 
fund bill, and several others of a like 
character. 

The next special order which has prece- 
dence is the bill by Mr. Knight, of Ber- 
rien, providing for an extension of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad to the sea 
coast. This bill was referred to the 
committee of the whole, the Western and 
Atlantic committee having failed to act 
on it. Mr. Knight's bill proposes to use 
the state’s convicts for the purpose of 
doing the necessary grading and other 
work incident to such an extension of the 
road. This measure has been given some 
serious consideration, particularly in 
view of the fact that competing lines are 
paralleling the state's road and its value 
as an asset is threatened. It is gener- 
ally recognized that the state wil] have 
to take some action in the matter, with- 
out much further delay, if it wishes to 
preserve the value of this property, 

Another bill which is made the special 
order following the general tax act, is 
that by Mr. Wooten, of Montgomery, to 
amend the constitution in the matter 
of succession to the governorship in 
case of the death or the disability of the 
governor. The present constitution pro- 
vides only for the president of the senate, 
and then the speaker of the house, to 
perform the duties of governor in such 
cases Since the time of the meeting 
of the general assembly has been changed

Th2 Master intentionally left little roora 
for despair. ‘There 1s no sin too big 
to be fofgiven that is not too big to be 
quit.” Too many times, if we escape 
the sin of the Pharisees in looking upon 
vicked men and women as not worth 
Saving, we fall into the commoner sin 
of limiting the grace of God. We are 
too ready to think that those whom we 
look upon from a traditional standpoint 
as very wicked are beyong the reach of 
the good Father’s love. Magdalene’s 
Chance was as good as Caiapha’'s, and 
she used it better. 

And some of us think of ourselves as 
Lady Macbeth, in Shakespeare's great 
tragedy, who telt her own guilt so heav- 
ily that she cried: 


'“Wilk all great 
this blood 

Clean from my hand? 
Will rathes 

The multitudinous seas incarnadine, 

Making ttre green—one red,” 


Neptune’s ocean wash 


No, this my hand 


“But whatever sin you have commit- 
ted—however deep, however dark, how- 
ever damning, though there be no physic 
for your misery, no oceans to wash out 
your stain, if you will but repent of it, 
if you but come to Christ with the burden 
of it, all weary and heavy laden as you 
are, there is heavenly medicine, there 
is balm in Gilead which can heal your 
sick conscience, there is a Great Physi- 
clan there’”’ 

There is a pathos in the Master’s tone 
as He administers the rebuke to His 
critics 'n the words, “I say unto you 
that likewise joy shail be in heaven over 
one sinner that repenteth.”” What an in- 
finite pity that there was not joy also 
among the Pharisees, the Scribes, the 
priests, the Levites and the multitude in 
Palestine, 

Repentance takes hold on two worlds 
ang should bring joy to each. It is not 
surprising that we should be told that 
there is joy ‘‘in heaven’’ over a lost man 
found. The only surprise is that the joy 
on earth should be lacking. 

My brother, where doeg this simple 
story of God's love find you? Does the 
figure of the wandering sheep fit you? 
Are you straying from the tender shep- 
herd’s peaceful fold? If so, be sure of 
one thing, the Shepherd misses you and 
is seeking you. 

Or, like a Phariseo, have you become 
so contentious for your little creed that 
you have lost interest in sinners? Has 
vour religion puffed you up till you look 
with pitiless scorn upon the social out- 
casts? 

Or, Ike the Goog Shepherd are you 
seeking the lost? With a loathing of 
sin. do you still love the sinner? And 
are you free enough from the traditional 
notions of sin to be williug to seek most 
earnestly those who are the most terri- 
bly lost? Remember, for the vilest the

First clean out the ‘rectum by coplous 
injections of warm water; then use the 
quassia infusion. Tobacco tea is also 
good, used in the same way.

“JERUSALEM” ARTICHOKE. 

Dr. Bernard Wolff. Atlanta. Ga.—In 
your reply to a correspondent’s question 
about artichokes you mention the name 
Jerusalem as applied ‘to certain kinds, 
and add that you are not acquainted with 
the etymology of the term “Jerusalem” 
artichoke. Like Artemus Ward's lecture 
on “Africa” ts so called because it Is 
neither an artichoke nor does it come 
from Jerusalem, It is a corruption of 
the Italian word girasole, a turner to the 
sun. This is an obvious characteristic of 
the sun flower class (helianthus) to which 
the Jerusalem artichoke belongs. 

1 
merely knew this derivation and thought 
you might like to know It, too.

“PRODUCING” PHOSPHORIC ACID. 

C. D. H., Fayetteville, N. C.—Please 
adivee me how I can obtain soluble phos- 
|phoric acid. I wast to prepare some 
| fertilizer; think I see how I can obtain 
_the potash and ammonia, but don’t know 
|what chemical to use to produce the 
| sOluble phosphoric acid. 

Answer-—Soluble phosphoric acid for use 
as a fertilizer is never produced by art, 
except by rendering soluble the natural 
|forms of insoluble phosphoric acid as 
found in bones, phosphate rock, etc., by 
treatment with sulphuric acid. This 
process is conducted by the manufactur- 
ers of acid phosphate and requires large 
capital, machinery, etc. Farmers get 
their soluble phosphoric by buying acid 
phosphate , the different brands of which 
| vary from {2 to 16 per cent, or more, of 
| svluble phosphoric acid (or “avatlable’’). 
| Every dealer in fertilizers sells acid phos- 
| phate. A farmer cannot begin to com- 
| pete th the fertilizer manufacturer in
